Farragut, according to Dewey, 
had as unswerving a belief in Provi- 
dence as he had faith in the right- 
eousness of the Union cause, but his 
language was not always highly edi- 
fying. A story that went the rounds 
about Farragut was that once after 
he said grace at dinner in his cabin 
he immediately followed his pious

holding no office of state—through possessing 
the confidence. of the Czar and Czarina upon 
whose superstitions he played, was written by a 
man whose life has deen spent at the court of 
Petrograd, where he became thoroughly familiar 
with the monk’s machinations and intrigues. Be- 
cause of his connections in Russian offictaldom, 
it is out of the question that his name be used.

O speak of Rasputin is to speak of mystery. 
: There is almost nothing about the man 


ant in the world’s most. autocratic country, he 
rose to wield a power that made ministries totter 
and which threw a shadow across the very throne 
of the Czar. 

Almost fanatically religious, his morals were 
of the lowest. Had he lived in medieval times 
he would have been burned as a sorcerer. Living 
in the twentieth century, he was a figure out 
of the dark ages, exerting a remarkable influence 
over a people perhaps the most fevolutionary of 


the times.’ 


Gregory .asputin was born in the little 8 
berian village of Pokrovsky, in Tobolsk. 
father was wealthy, but a peasant, what in Rus- 


Jenkins was also}sia is called moujik. As a boy everyone said that 


young Rasputin was not good for much. He was 
quarrelsome, he would not work and did not get 
an education. In winter he slept in smelly sheep 
skins, close to a dirty stove, and in the summer 
his bed was the hay above the stalls of the cattle. 
In later years he lived in a wonderful villa at 
Yalta, in the Crimea. 

Most of Gregory's time was spent in the vodka 
shop, where he talked much and loudly and picked 
as many quarrels as he could. For miles around 
everyone knew about Rasputin, and the wealthier 
men and local nobles tried to make sport of his 
outlandish manners and escapades, but he always 
turned the joke on them, and, in more cases than 
one, exhibited, to their cost, that power over 
women which later contributed more than any- 
thing else to his successes. 

If there is one answer to the mystery of Ras- 
putin it is this unexplainable but often demon- 
strated power of the dissolute, unkempt, boorish 
lay monk over the most elegant and fastidious 
women. 


{ His Strange Pilgrimage | 


However, the wits of the vodka shop in 


native town soon became too dull to make it 
amusing for Rasputin to entangle them and he 
started on a pilgrimage. In every village he 
drank vodka more than was good for him, ar- 
gued with whomever he could engage in con- 
versation, quarreled and went further on his way. 
At last he reached Moscow, where he found those 
who could make him, with his lack of real learn- 
ing seem ridiculous, and he began to learn to 
read and write. 

Religion was his passion—religion and women. 
In Moscow he delved in the lore of the Russian 
Church, but there was no spirit there, he said, 
no passion in the religion, so he journeyed to 
Kieff. From there he wandered to Mount Athos, 
an ancient shrine, and still further to Jerusalem, 
then went to sea. 

Once back in Russia he became a moujik 
priest—that is, an unordained monk, who travels 
hither and about, preaching where any will listen, 
studying, arguing and, in his case, carousing. 

Now, there was in Petrograd some years ago a 
Countess Ignatieff, whose salons were celebrated 
for the men of science, letters and the church 
who assembled there. To be seen at one of the 
Countess Ignatieff’s salons was to be reéognized 
as a person of importance in one of these lines. 

Someone who had known Rasputin in Moscow 
or Siberia introduced him here. At once he be- 
gan his intrigues with women, and, although he 
still wore his miserable clothing and his manners 
were at the best uncouth, some of the beautiful 
women of Petrograd showed him marked favor, 
and more than one husband threatened him, but 
everything Rasputin did was under the cover of 
religion. 

It is said by men who know, that more than 
one woman of Petrograd, who could turn the 
hearts of the finest manhood of the city, washed

tne first real political power which Rasputin ex- 


erted. Nine years after Car Nicholas II married 
the Princess Alix of Hesse, the Emperor was still 
without an heir. Four daughters had been born;

For the first time in many weeks they rode in 
the same carriage at the canonization of St. Sera- 
phim, at the Monastery of Sarov. Great crowds 
lined the streets through Which the carriage 
passed. The péople cheered and cheered and the 
noise was deafening. Suddenly, above the roar 
of the thousands of voices, one stronger than al 
the rest, boomed the words: ‘ 

“Thou, too, shalt’ bear a son! 

The Czarina half rose in her carriage, then, re- 
membering her dignity, she sank back in the cush- 
ions, but she had caught a glimpse of the man 
whose words had thrilled her. After the cere- 
mony she made inquiries and sent for Rasputin. 
In her presence he maintained a perfect poise, and 
when she asked him to go to Petrograd and be 
received at the court he calmly said that he would 
do se, but it was long before he kept his word. 

Whether Rasputin believed himself in his pro- 
phetic words or whether he was merely seeking 


publicity, a son was born to the Czar less than 


a year after the incident at Sarov. ; 

Rasputin’s name was on all lips. In.Petrograd 
he became more than ever a favorite of women, 
and through the influence of some of them he 
was able to do favors for some of his hangers-on. 
Women gave him money and men paid him for 
what he could do, or said he could do, for them. 
In the fashionable cafes and restaurants he drank 
too much and. boasted of his power. 

Those who hated him laughed, but nevertheless 
Rasputin lived high, continued to do things for 
his followers in a petty political way, and all the 
time was being more and more advertised even 
by those who scoffe at him. He eschewed his 
coarse garb and wore the finest of linen and 
robes. He lived in better quarters. He began 
to be fastidious. 

The heir whose birth Rasputin had predicted 
was a sickly child. From sickness to sickness he 
went, becoming always weaker and less resistent 


to ills. At last came a serious illness, and the best 


physicians of Russia gave the child up.

From that time the Czarina gave Rasputin 
whatever he asked, and to her his advice was like 
a word from heaven. The Czar, too, bestowed on 
the monk many honors and listened to his ad- 
vice always with an open mind. . 

Superstition is strong in Russia, and many, 
who had never before believed Rasputin anything 
but a humbug, regarded him as a supernatural 
being. At court Rasputin, who daily became more 
elegant in his style of living, showed himself an 
astute politician. Strong influences worked 
against him and tried ceaselessly to discredit him. 
‘for they -foresaw to what power his influence 
would lead, but the monk asked only for small 
favors-at first, things which seemed trifling to the 
Czar and Czarina, and always praised his own 
enemies.

If we tried to unscramble 
the racial eggs of Europe we would have a motley 
crew of pations—we would have chaos. It is un- 
thinkable and, if possible, the resulting conditions 
would be intolerable. Great Britain, Germany, 
France, Russia, Austria, would be broken into 
jumbles of tribes, in which peace and progress 
would be impossible. 

The latest and greatest—the most promising— 
experiment in nationalities is the United States, 
which is a blend of all races and nationalities. It 
is the melting pot of races and nationalities whose. 
members have come here to find a political sys- 
tem and economic conditions which fit their aspi- 
rations, which give them larger freedom of 
thought and action and better conditions of life 
and labor. 

The political and economic systems are the fac- 
tors which count for everything in human so- 
ciety and national combinations. What Europe 
needs is liberty for nations and peoples—the right 
of determining how they shall be governed and 
how they shall live. 

The kind of protection the weaker nations and 
ithe peoples of Europe need is protection from 
conquest, aggression and the reign of force, re- 

gardless of races. Rid Burope of conquest and its 
terror, of privilege and its oppressions, of arbi- 
trary rule by divine right and hereditgry privi- 
lege, and we shall have a peaceful, progressive 
and contented Europe. 

A league to prevent national aggression and 
a! government by force will assure permanent peace. 
The proposed. League to Enforce Peace is the 
first step in the way. of preventing injustice and 
aggression. The rest is the task of enlightened 
men of all nations. 
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„pir : PLANS or 10 STATES. 

For a week past the Texas Legislature has been 
marking time because any one of 11 men hold it 
in their power to nullify the decision of the peo- 
ple at the polis last July to Have a N vote 
on the prohibition question. 

The vote for submission was almost four to one 
in favor of the question being submitted at the 
regular election in 1918. But it so happens that 
a majority of the senatorial districts voted against 
submission, so the Senators can hold themselves 
bound by the vote of their district, or the State, 
as they choose to look at it. In the lineup, sub- 
mission has one majority, but 11 Senators are 
considered likely to change, and if any one 
changes, the 750,000 voters of Texas would be re- 
fused an expression of opinion on the question. 

The Webb-Kenyon decision has become an im- 
portant factor in all discussions where prohibition 
exists or is an issue. Arkansas and Kansas 
frankly announce they are going to change from 
mere dry states to “bone-dry” states. In the al- 
lowance states, the entire question of drinks is be- 
ing opened again at the expense of other legisla- 
tion. 
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Washington himself wrote of “the fatal conse- 
guences of depending upon militia.” French reg- 
ulars did much to help him out. 
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__ WOMEN WHO BUN MOTOR CABS. 

The question whether women drivers of auto- 
mobiles are more careless than men has been 
raised by the Public Safety Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Secretary Paul Fisher of the local automobile 
club thinks that with some exceptions women 
are temperamentally unfitted to drive vehicles 
of such power as motor cars. Common observa- 
tion supports two of his statements: When there 
is a conflict for right of way in the feminine driv- 
ers’ mind between conversation with companions 
and attention to responsibilities at the wheel, it 
generally is not the conversation that is subordi- 
nated. ‘That practiced men drivers are on the 
alert and prepared to make special concessions in 
the interest of safety whenever they see a car with 
a woman driver approaching, is also true. 

However, if the subject is to be discussed on a 
basis of temperamental fitness or unfitness, some 
distinctions are necessary. Women are incapable 
of the brutal recklessness and callous disregard for 


consequences of the masculine road hog. She is 


harder on the car’s mechanism, which remains a 


| good deal of à mystery to her even after she has 


mastered its control. But, with equal experience, 


| she is quicker in an emergency and more resource- 


ful in getting out of tight corners than a man, and 
a consciousness of it sometimes gives her an over- 
weening confidence. : 

Perhaps the principal cause of criticism is that 
she has all her life been accustom courteous

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The Missouri Senate“s high-banded action in

Coming on the heels of Tuesday's dis- 
closure that at least 25 of this year’s House em- 
ployes bear the family na.nes of 25 legislators, it 
leaves a bad taste in the mouth. 

Senator Elder was not even permitted to finish 
reading his resolution. He wags halted half way 
and by a strict party vote the Democratic majority 
ordered it stricken from the records. The rules 
provide that such matters must le over for a day. 
The Democrats suspended the rules so as to de- 
prive the measure of a decent, orderly death. 

The Senators might have discovered, by glano- 
ing over the returns from the last election, that 
a tremendous number-of their constituents do not 
agree with them that the matter is unworthy of 
investigation. The Democratic party was com- 
pelled in the campaign to defend itself against 
charges of nepotism and extravagance, Normal- 


Missouri was so close last year that a change of 
1500 votes would have elected a Republican Gov- 
ernor. The one member ef the old administration 


insistently made was defeated. Does this indicate 
that the people are as indifferent about the sub- 
ject as the Senators themselves are? 

Suppose at the next election their opponents 
shall say they didn’t dare make the investigation? 

That they didn’t want the people to know about 
nepotism and extravagance in the previous ad- 
ministration for fear it would call attention to 
nepotism and extravagance in the present admin- 
istration? Even if they are reckless of ultimate 
consequencess how can they expect public sym- 
pathy and support in what they shall do to lift the 
enormous burdens they now have to carry, when 
they deliberately avoid an issue of such im- 
portance? 

The Senators would do well to remind them- 
selves that expunging matters from their own rec- 
ords and expunging matters from the public mem- 
‘ry are two entirely different things. 
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RHEIMS’ RUINED CATHEDRAL. - 

The Kaiser is said to have consented to tempo- 
rary repairs on the Rheims Cathedral under rea- 
sonable guarantees that no military advantage 
shall be taken during the work. He professed a 
desire to “preserve from the terrors of war ven- 
erable places of religious worship and monuments 
of art which I consider as the common property 
of humanity.” 

The issue involved in the request has not been 
put more clearly in, all the regretful neutral com- 
ment on the irreparable loss at Rheims. Action 
in accord with this profession would have made 
repairs unnecessary. While the cathedral might 
have suffered some from the accidents of war, 
most of the distinctive features of the peerless 
structure would have escaped destruction but for 
the deliberate and long-continued bombardment 
by long-range German guns. 

The present solicitude for places of worshi» 
and monuments of art represents a decided 
change from the past. attitude. The greater sen- 
sitiveness not only to neutral thought but the 
thought of intelligence and culture everywherc 
seems significant. 

UNPLEASANT CONGRESSIONAL DUTY. 

One of the unpleasant duties of Congressmen is 
to introduce petitions and bills in which they do 
not believe. It is not often, however, that one of 
them has the courage gpown by Senator Sherman 
of Illinois, the other day, when he presented a 
petition of the Commercial Club of East St. Louis 
asking an embargo on food products. : 

I present this petition,” be said, “because it 
has been sent to me and not because I have any 
sympathy with it. I will state that I am utterly 
opposed to an embargo on the exportation of food 
products.” :

| The descriptions are made even clear- 
fer by a page of specimens of the type 
in which they are printed. These «spec- 
imens show old style and modern 12- 
point type, set solid and leaded. This is 
the predominating size of type in the 
“books for tired eyes. Some, however, 
are printed in 14 point and a few in 
leaded 10 point, specimens of which also 
are shown.

The books are on shelves in the open 
shelf room and an easily read index is 
kept at the desk. The librarian’s assist- 
ants in charge in that room say the 
lafgest demand for the books is by 
young persons who have been warned 
by occulists to avoid straining their eyes 
by reading. They do not wish to wear 
glasses, but by selecting books in large 
print are able to keep up their reading. 
Elderly persons with failing eyesight are 
the next largest patrons of the collec- 
tion. 

Wide variety is offered in the collec- 
tion and special efforts have been made 
to keep it from becoming a distinctively 
“high brow’’ or scholarly group. One 
of the most popular volumes is George 
Ade’s Forty Modern Fables,“ and an- 
other is Jack London’s “The Call of the 
Wild.“ On the other hand, Shakspeare 
is in great demand, as well as Plu- 
tarch’s Lives and the works of Thack- 
eray, Lamb, Fielding and George Eliot. 
Arabian Nights’’ and “Don Quixote” 
are much-used volumes. 

Concerning the evil of small type, 
Bostwick in his article has this to say: 
The books that are imperative for 
the tired eyes of middle age, are equal- 
ly necessary for those of youth—did 
youth but know it. Curiously enough, 
we are accustomed to begin, in teaching 
the young to read, with very legible 
type. When the eyes grow stronger we 
begin to maltreat them. So it is, also, 
with the digestive organs, which we 
first coddle with pap, then treat a while 
with pork and cocktails, and then, per- 
force, entertain with pap of the second 
and final period.

“Perhaps it is too much to ask for 
complete typographical expurgation of 
our libraries. But, at least, readers with 
tired eyes who do not t wear, or care 
to wear, corrective lenses, should be able 
to find, somewhere on the shelves; a 
eollection of works in relatively harm- 
less print—large and black, clear in out- 
line, simple and distinctive in form, 
properly grouped and spaced.” 

Opposes Two Alphabets. 
As an aid to greater legibility of 
printed matter, Bostwick suggests the 
abolition of the small, or lower case, 
alphabet. “There would appear to be 
no good reason, he writes, “for using 
two alphabets, now one and now the 
other, according to arbitrary rules, dif- 
ficult to learn and hard to remember. 
That the general legibility of books 
would benefit vy doing away with this 
medieval excrescence appears to admit 
of no doubt, although the proposal may 
seem somewhat startling to * general 
reader. 
A note in the library bulletin asks 
readers to suggest additional titles that 
they would like to see in future editions 
of the large-print list.

Austria-Hungery, the Balkans and 
Turkey, under one form or another

These srresting assertions are gt 
forth in d book by Cheradame, in- 
titled he Pan-German Filet Un- 
masked, a translation of which has 
just been published in this country. 
It has an introduction by the Harl 
of Cromer, who. commends it to ear- 
nest attention. It is published by 
Scribner's of New York. 


Certain portions are devoted te the 
United States, and the euther quotes 
Charles W. Hiiot’s opinion that “it 
is time for all Americana te take sides + 
openly with the European peoples 
whe are standing up egainst the 
military despotiem. of Frussia.” Amer- 
icane must understand, Cheradame 
presses the point, that “the main- 
tenance of the independence of the 
United States absolutely depends on 
the complete victery of the allies.” 

The “Pan-German Plot,” in its 
broad outlines, says the author, was 
laid es early as 1895. In 1911 the 
eoncrete enumeration of its designs 
‘was enuictated as fellows: 

“The establishment under German rule 
of a vast confederation of Central Nu- 
rope, compriging in the West Holland, 
Belgium, Luxemburg, Switzerland and 
in the 
Bast. Ruasian Poland, Wsthonia, Livo- 
nia, Coyrland and the three Russian 
Governments of Kovno, Vilna and Grod- 
no; in the Southeast, all of Austria-Hun- 
gary, the absolute subordiriation of all 
the Balkan countries an 
and military seizure of Térkey.”’ 

The Pan-German progfam in its en- 
tirety, the author continues, called for 
the absorption into the Germanic em- 
pire of 3,474,000 re kilometérs (2,3 — 
square miles) of . in W 
Europe, Bastern Europe and the rade 
kans. He figures that at the beginning 
of 1916, before the conquest of Rumania, 
Germany had got under her control 3,- 
005,000 square kilometers, or nine-tenths

book was written before Ger- 
oa peace proposals, but Cheradame 
warns the enténte countries and the 
United States to beware of any peace 
move coming from Germany. Despite all 
Sppearances of moderation, he says, 
such proposals would mask an epocha! 
German victory. The war at its present 
etage—not including the downfall of Ru- 
mania—is, according to the writer, al- 
ready a sweeping triumph for the Pan- 
German dream, of which William II is 
the soul. Her essential conquest is that 
ef a “bridge to the Orient,” which today 
exists in her control over Austria-Hun- 
sary, Bulgaria and Turkey. 

What Germany Could Sacrifice. 
To keep that “bridge,” it is asserted, 
Germany would willingly sacrifice her 
conquests in Belgium, France and · Rus- 
sia, gladly restore Alsace-Lorraine to 
France, and even part with the left bank 
of the Rhine. All this she would do if 
only the bridge“ were left, becatise it 
would Assure her nuch a tremendous ac- | 
cession of power that in a few years 
after peace made on such a basis Great 
Britain and Russia would be beaten ina 
new war, Alsage-Lorraine retaken, the 
War Eaat placed under German domina- 
tion. and the resistance of the United 
States to Pan-German ideas crushed by 
the 10,000,000 of ans already large- 
ly organized on American Soil.“ 

Under the realization of the complete 
plans of Pan-Germanism, says Chera- 
dame, Berlin would rule 4,015,000 square 
kilometers o fterritory, with a popu- 
lation of 204,000,000, of whom only 77,000,- 
000 are Germans. From this source she 
could draw armies of from 20,000,000 to 
50,000,000 men, all officered by Germans 
and controlled from Berlin. With such 
a force the Germans covid hack their! 
way to Calais on the west and to India 
on the east; Egypt would fall, the Brit- 
ish Empire would be disrupted and the 
British colonies brought under German 
control. China would be removed from 
Japanese influence, and in America Ger 
man propaganda would “varry all before 
it by subtle intrigue and brute force.” 

There is but one solution, in the opin- 
don of the author, and that is to be 
found not in Germany but in Austria-

He wan offered vast power, but in the 
moment of his triumph he departed 
mysteriously for Siberia and was not 
seen or heard of for two years. Then 
he returned to Petrograd to take. up 
the power he had deserted. Where 
had he teen? What had he done? 
New that he fs slain, those questions 
will not be answered. 

The man had changed. He no 
longer contented himself with small 
favors. His advice went further with 
the Czar, it was said, than did that 
of Ministers. He was greedy for pow- 
er and for money. He got both and 
then. got more. His intrigues with 
women became notorious, but he 
seemed beyond the reach of offended 
men. 

To gain the ear of the Cuar it was 
necessary to work through Rasputin.

Rasputin brushed her aside. From 
under her raggéd tunic her other hand 
shot out. The sunlight glinted on keen 
steel for the fraction of a second, and 
then the steel was buried in Rasputin's 
body. The “begg&r'’ was Madame Gu- 
seve. The monk’s son seized her as 
she slashed her own wrist in an at- 
tempt to commit suicide. She was never 
tried. 

Rasputin recovered, as he did from 
many other similar attacks, the details 
of which are not known.

Rasputin was the leader of what is! 
called the pro-German party in Russia. 
He tried his best to prevent the present 
war with Germany, and he steadily 
worked for a separate peace. It is this 
which probably led to his death. Many 
of his friends deserted him when these 
tendencies became known. Russia's 
heart is in the war, and, whether she 
wins or loses in the field, internally she 
Will be a new nation when peace is de- 
clared. Her forces and her industries 
are organized. The sale of vodka has 
been prohibited, some say through the 
influence of Rasputin, and Russia is not 
going-'to be dominated by any party 
other than a Russian party. 

How He Probably Was Slain. 

On Saturday, Dec. 30 of last year, ac- 
cording to advices: from Russia, two 
young mep, aristocrats, drove in an 
automobile to a house in Korokhovaya 
street in Petrograd, where @ man, As- 
sumed to have been Rasputin, entered 
the-car, which was then driven to Yus- 
supoff Palace, which is owned by the 
young Prince Felix Yussupoff, son of 
Gen. Prince Yussupoff, aid de camp to 
the Czar. 

Sfiortly afterward the police heard 
shots and cries in the garden of the 
palace. Running there, they saw blood 
on the snow and the marks of many 
feet. Attendants of the palace ran santo 
the garden when the police entered and 
explained that a dog, having gone mad, 
had been shot. 

„Where is the dog?“ asked the police. 
The carcass of an animal which had 
apparently just been shot was shown 
to them. Credence is given to a story 
that shortly afterward the body tf a 
man, wrapped in ~ fur coat, was carried 
into an automobile which left the Yus- 
supoff establishment and drove to Pet- 
roasky Island in the Neva. 

The Body in the Ice. 

Investigation led to the discovery of 
a freshly made hole in the ice with 
bloodstains around it, and divers soon 
recovered the body of Rasputin. 

There are many theories in Russia as 
to just how Rasputin met his death. The 
one which seems probable to me, and 
which has not been published in this 
country, is as follows: 

Of late months Rasputin was in hourly 
‘ae of assassination. He kept to his 
house, which was closely guarded by 
detectives day and night, and he repeat- 
edly declined invitations to dine at the 
Yussupoff Palace. On each occasion he 
would ask who was going to be pres- 
ent. Invariably he took exception to one 
of the names of those invited and de- 
clared that it was impossible for him to 
appear at 2 public function with that 
person. ae 

. » Enticed to Palace. 

Now let us suppose that on the even- 
ing of Rasputin’s death something lixe 
this happened.

Surely such experiences. might stir 
an inarticulate soul into eloquence. 
But in Olk’s hands the Childe’s com- 
mentary became peevish and queru- 
lous rather than melancholy, and 
more drowsy than dreamy, Never 
was there a hero so feeble of thought, 
so petulant of mood. Long before he 
had finished his long-drawn-out com- 
plainings, many in the audience were 
thoroughly wearied of this Harold. 
The part might have prospered letter 
had it been assigned to a professional 
viola player in the orchestra instead 
of to Olk, who is a violinist. But 
Director Zach explained that it is tra- 
dition for the concert master to un- 
‘dertake the viola in this symphony, 
and tradition must not be defied. 


Not an Emotional Thrill. 
Gadowsky'’s offering was Tschai- 


kowsky’s famous Concerto for piano 
in B-flat Minor, Of his performance 
it may be said that there was scarce- 
ly a moment when he did not aston- 
ish with his almost incredible tech- 
nique—though his admirers must 
have feared the heavens would fall 
when he struck several wrong notes 
in the first movement—and also that 
there was scarcely a moment when he 
was able to induce an emotional 
thrill. All was polished, refined and 
restrained, and the consequence was 
many wide areas of aridity. To im- 
pose these qualities upon the blazing 
music of Tschaikowsky is like Pope’s 
translation of Homer or Dryden's 
forcing “Paradise Lost” into rhyming 
couplets. 

The audience, one of the largest 
this year, was filled with piano teach- 
ers and students, ‘who went into 
ecstasies over Godowsky's runs and 
scales, as fluent as quicksilver, his 
lightning-like octave work. his sub- 
tle use of the pedals. He re- 
ceived remarkable applause, in con- 
siderable part professional, and re- 
sponded with an encore, the everlast- 
ing Paganini-liszt Campanella. 
This, though scarcely up to his own 
best form, was sufficiently brilliant 
to reduce many of his adorers to 
rapturous despair.

* Defense Aet. 

Major George D. Eaton, secretary of 
Western Military Academy at Alton, 
has been notified by the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral of the United States army that 
units of the junior and senior divisions 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps have 
been ordered established in that school, 
under the provisions of the National 
Defense act.

WARRANTS FOR 7 IN 
~ LEBANON SALOON WAR 


Six Men and Woman ‘Charged. 
With Selling Liquor 
IIlicitly. 

Warrants and summonses were issued 
yesterday afternoon against six men and 
one woman, charged with selling liquor 
illicitly in Lebanon, III., which is under 
local option laws.

This resulted in the ‘acquisition of ‘con- 
trol of the Merchants“ bridgé by the 
Terminal Railroad Association’ 
As the promoters of the Merchants 
Bridge, including David R. Franeis, now 
Ambassador to Russia, had promised to 
compete with the Terminal Association, 
and on that pledge had recetved Alu- 
able franchises from the city, there was 
indignation when it was learned that 
the hope of competition and its advan- 
tages were gone. 
From that moment, apparently, there 
were suggestions that a new attempt. 
ought. to be made to abolish the “arbi- 
trary” on freight to and from St. Louis.

Another Witness Declares Spa- 
nell Said, Go to Them; I’m 
Gojng to Jail.” 


SAN ANG ELO, Tex., Jan. 20.—A 
description of the shooting of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel M. C. Butler and Mrs. 


Harry J. Spanell at Alpine, Tex. last 
July was given today in the trial of 
Spanell, who is charged. with murder 
in connection with the deaths of the 
two. 

Mrs. W. H. 8 of Alpine, who) 
said she was an eye-witness of the 
tragedy, testified tha“ she heard a 
woman's voice cry from an automo- 
bile in front of her house, “Don’t, 
Harry,“ and later saw the face of 
Crystal Spanell in the car. Harry 
Spanell sobbed as Mrs. Harrison tes- 
tifled. 3 

Mrs.. Harrison said that she was 
Standing on her porch on the night 
of the shooting when she heard the 
shots coming from a passing automo- 
bile and heard a woman’s scream. 

Did Not Hear Men’s Voices. 

Mrs. Harrison testified that she did not 
hear any men's voices. She went into 
the house because it sounded like 
shots were coming her way. She stayed 
in the house a short time and then 
came out again. The shooting was ro- 
newed, she said, and three or four addi- 
tional shots were fired: She saw an au- 
tomobile jammed against the fence, she 
said, and in the car was Mrs. Spanell.

SWISS RESERVISTS IN U. 8.

Mobilization in Set for Jan. 24—Only 
40 te 50 Involwed in St. Louis

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Swiss con- 
sulates in the United States and else- 
where throughout the world have 
been instructed to inform members of 
the Second Swiss army division and 
parts of the Fourth and Fifth army 
divisions which are not already under 
arms, to return immediately to Swit- 
zerland and join the colors. The di- 
vions will be mobilized Jan. 24. 

According to information tained 
from the legation today the’ Swiss 
citizens who will be required to join 
the colors were permitted to leave 
Switzerland with the understanding that 
they would return if called.

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GRAYSON BEFORE 
COMMITTEE AGAIN 


Big Fight in Prospect Before 
Report Is Made to the 
Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.— When the 
appol.itment by President Wilson of 
Dr. Cary L. Grayson to be Rear-Ad- 
miral comes before the Senate for 
consideration it is expected that Sen- 
ators who propose to back up the 
Presi-lent will argue that the rule of 
Senior:ty no longer obtains with re- 
spect to the promotion of officers. 
This argument, it ig believed, will be 
based on the fact that the new naval 
bill, passed last summer, eliminated 
the rule of seniority, making promo- 
tion by selection instead. “In view of 
this jaw and of the fact that Dr. 
Grayson is to serve in the medical 
part ? the service, it is held that the 
President actei on good authority, and 
it is believed that the opposition to 
the confirmaticn will not be strong 
enough to prevent confirmation, 

Between tha rank of Passed Assist- 
ant Surgeon and that of Medical Di- 
rector, with the rank of Rear Admi- 
ral are 85 surgeons, 15 medical in- 
spectcrs and 17 medical directors. 
Grayson was advanced 117 points over 
these men. 

Not a few Democrats, it was ap- 
parent today, will stand by the Presi- 
dent because they feel that it might 
not be best policy to oppose the con- 
firmation, although they look upon it 
as unwise. They feel that, even 
though the law has been made to 
read that the appointment be by se- 
lection instead of by seniority, it is 
injurious to the service to depart too 
far from the seniority rule. 

It was recalled today that instances 
of promotion by jumping men over 
other men have resulted in holding 
back officers for two or three years. 
One case was that in which President 
Taft appointed Reuben D. Ray to a 
place which he was entitled to by 
seniority. His confirmation was held 
up temporarily and when President 
Wilson came into office a man some- 
what lower than Ray, and the five or 
six men next to him, was jumped into 
the place. This left the other men 
where they were for two or three 
years. 

It was expected that the confirma- 
tion of Dr. Grayson would come de- 
fore the Senate in executive session 
Monday, but it was learned today that 
the matter had gone to the Naval Af- 
fairs Committee again, and that com- 
mittee would not meet until Tues- 
day} It is expected that Republican 
members of the committee may have 
something to say on the matter and 
hold it in committee for some time. 
Members of the committee as well as 
other Senators are reluctant to talk 
about the confirmation publicly, but 
it is apparent that Democratic mem- 
bers of the Naval Affairs Committee 
will stand by President Wilson. The 
Republican members are Senators 
Penrose of Pennsylvania, Clapp of 
Minnesota, Lodge of Massachusetts, 
Smith of Michigan, Page of Vermont, 
Poindexter of Washington and Fall of 
New Mexico. 

The fact that the appointment has 
gone back to the committee is taken 
as indicative of the strong fight that 
is pending. The appointment was on 
the Senate calendar, but when oppo- 
sition developed request was made 
for its consideration again in the 
committee, some Senators not being 
present when the matter was up.

a tremendous fight put up by friends 
of Ouimet and the threat of the 
Massachusetts Golf Association to 
withdraw, the national association 
stood fast, with its cards on the table 
for all to see. 

It showed that, while pursuing an 

investigation of the alleged ineligi- 
bility of John . Anderson, had 
stumbled across the trail of Ouimet, 
tracked him to his hole and smoked 
him out with the goods on. Not only 
that, but a letter admitting his in- 
eligibility, signed by Ouimet, was one 
of the exhibits in the case. 
It proved the straw that killed the 
case of the great Eastern “ineligi- 
ble.” The last wor is used, be- 
cause Oulmet has not been adjudged 
a professional. He may return to the 
game, if he wipes out his connection 
with the tainted business of dispens- 
ing sporting gcods.

—DAVE FULTZ 


President of Players’ Fraternity Outlines His Grievances and 
Says His Followers Intend to Make It a Finish Fight for 
Recognition,”

RWE the controversy betw 


and the baseball owners, David L. Fultz, president of the Fraternity 
today explained the reasons for the trouble and the object sought by the 
players. He insisted that the real issue had become beclouded and that the 
question of players’ salary was purposely injected by the Owners. 


Incidentally, President Fults an- 
nounced that Oscar D. Stanage of the 
Detroita, has been expelled from the 
Fraternity for having signed a con- 
tract in violation of the agreement, 


which prohibits a. player from sign- 
ing such contract until he has re- 
ceived word from the Fraternity of- 
fice. The statement signed by Presi- 
dent Fultz is in part as follows: 
The issue between organized base- 
ball and the players has become 80 
clouded that it seems necessary to 
present it to the public in plain and 
unembellished form. The . contro- 
versy arose over a petition which 
the Baseball Player Fraternity pre- 
sented to the National Committee and 
the National Board which has juris- 
diction over the minor leagues. 


Players’ Demands Analyzed. 


“This petition asked for certain re- 
visions in the customs governing the 
game to which the Fraternity. deemed 
the players were entitled. 

“The first request, in so far as it 
applied to the minor leagues was 


withdrawn before the meeting of the 
National Board. e did this be- 
cause we found that the evils of the 
disability clause hac propel been 
eliminated from all 1917 minor league 
contracts. 

“Request 2 involved a violation of 
the so-called Fraternity agreement 
entered into by us with the National 
Commission and National Board three 
years ago. ° 
“Prior to the Fraternity agreement, 
a minor league player could be re- 
leased upon a moment’s notice, not- 
withstanding the fact that by virtue 
of the reserve clause he was und 
to the owner for the entire period of 
his baseball career. 

“Players have been released while 
sitting on the bench in uniform be- 
fore a game and received no pay for 
that day. This did not seem fair to 
us, as we felt a player should have 
reasonable opportuntiy to look for 
— position before being without 
salary. 


Traveling Expenses Sought. | 


“The third request is one that can- 
not be understood unless the reader 
is acquainted to some extent at least 


with the conditions under which the 
player works, 

“A player is the absolute property 
of his owner and may be sent to any 
part of the country to which the own- 
er desires to send him. Minor league 
players are thus often compelled, 
when reporting to their clubs in the 
spring, to travel long distances from 
their homes, and unless they are able 
to make arrangements with their own 
particular clubs, which they are often 
unable to do, they are compelled to 
do this at their own expense. 

“We have made three applications 
to the National Board for this same 
relief, but in every case have been 
refused. half of the major 
leagues, ho , the National Com- 
mission in 1914 tonceded this point by 
the Fraternity \agreement, and has 
enforced it scrupulously ever since. 

“There is handly anything in the 
fourth request which needs explana- 
tion. By the rules of organized ball 
we are compelled to submit griev- 
ances of minor league players to the

MOTOR CAR BUYERS 
AR YET UNSOLD 


One-Half of the Three Million in 
Use Driven for Business Pur- 
poses, and Overproduc- 
tion Not in Sight. 


So much has been written relative 
to the development of the motor car 
industry and so many prophesies 
have been ventured without proper 
consideration of vital and controlling 
factors, that a clear and simple 
analysis of the subject may serve to 
dissipate much of the unfounded con- 
jecture. 

The automobile market 186 divided 
into two broad fields. First the rural 
class, which includes all persons en- 
gaged in farming and others in vari- 
ous businesses who live in towns of 
less than 500 population. Second, the 
urban class, which comprises all 
people in any but farming pursuits, 
who live in towns of 600 or more pop- 
ulation. 

In the rural or farming market, 
there are 6,500,000 families. One mil- 
lion of these now own motor cars and 
one and one-half millions are poor. 
illiterate, or negroes, who for the pur- 
pose of this study may be excluded 
from the prospective buying class. 
There remain, then, 4,000,000 farm 
families who are possible automobile 
buyers, 

In the urban class, covered by 11,- 
000 towns and cities of more than 500 
population, there are about 5,000,000 
home owners of which number only 
2,000,000 now own cars. <Accordingly, 
there remain 3,000,000 ‘prospective 
buyers in this class, or a total actual 
unsold market, in both rural and ur- 
ban classes, of 7,000,000 possible auto- 
mobile buyers. 

7,600,000 Buyers Are Still to Be Sold. 

The accepted average life of an au- 
tomobile is about five years in the 
hands of the original owners; and as 
the man who once owns a Gar will not 
thereafter be without dne, we must 
include the re-order market which in 
the calendar vear of 1917 will be 
about 600,000, this being 20 per cent 
of the 3,000,000 now in use. 

For the year 1917, therefore, the 
automobile business will face a mar- 
ket of about 7,600,000 possible buy- 
ers. Not more than 1,600,000 cars 


will be built in the coming year, leav- 
ing a possible excess market of 
6,000,000 Luyers at the beginning of 
1918. 

These figures are decidedly conserv- 
ative because they take no consiiera- 
tion of (1) any export outlet, (2) the 
people who have or will have two or 
more machines, (3) increased popula- 
tion, (4) increased prosperity, (6) a 
million or more town and city fami- 
lies who do not own the homes in 
which they live, but are well able to 
buy and maintain a motor car, (6) 
the business houses, retail and whole- 
sale merchants who use thousands of 
roadsters for salesmen, and many 
thousands more of delivery cars (reg- 
ular automobile chassis With commer- 
cial body), (7) taxicabs and other cars 
for public hire. 


MOVED SMALL RIVER 
FOR MOTOR CAR PLANT 


Thirteen acres have been added to 
the holdings of the Chalmers Motor Co. 
in Detroit. Conner’s Creek will be 
moved to the eastward to make possible 
the extension of the huge plant of the 
company in that direction. Hugh Chal- 
mers, president of the Chalmers Motor 
Co., personally supervised the laying 
out of plans for the removal of the 
creek, probably the first time that a 
fairly large-sized stream has been re- 
moved to make room for an automobile 
factory, and the plans for a new factory 
structure are being considered. 

The Chalmers Motor Co. is entering 
upon the greatest year of its history, 
with an output of 30,000 cars scheduled 
and with sales far beyond outlined plans 
for the year. E. C. Morse, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the com- 
pany, believes that this enormous out- 
put will have to be increased, and bases 
his belief upon the sales recorded dur- 
ing the last two months.

He had been at his office in the Pierce 
Building in the morning and left about 
10 o’clock. Apparently feeling the need 
of recreation, he left his automobile 
parked in front of the Pierce Building 
and took a street car to the park. He 
was strolling leisurely about the pavil- 
ién, when three postoffice delivery boys 
saw him fall. They ran to him, but he 
was dead. 

He was in Jefferson City with Chiei 
O'Donnell of the Salvage Corps and 
members of a committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Friday, for a confer- 
ence on a proposed bill for the creation 
of a State Fire Marshal. Chief O’Don- 
nell said that on the return trip Henley 
complained of pain about his heart. 
It was the first time he had complained 
of such pains. 

Henley was the foremost fire preven- 
tion expert in the West, and was con- 
sidered one of the highest authorities in 
his line in the country. He was the au- 
thor of many fire prevention pamphlets, 
pointing out little things, which, com- 
bined with a moment’s carelessness, 
often result in big conflagrations. Fre- 
ventive “don’ts’ which he had prepared 
| in pamphlet form were widely distributed 

throughout the country. 

It is said of him that because of his 
friendly, quiet, persuasive manner he 
achieved remarkable success in having 
factory owners and others make changes 
about their buildings and accept fire} 
prevention methods suggested by him, 
which often entailed considerable Gost 
to the building owners. Much of the 
reduction in fire loss in the last few 
years ig attributed to the work of Hen- 
ley. 

In ‘his youth he was a bricklayer and 
became a member of the Salvage Corps 
in 1881. He was promoted to the rank 
of Ideutenant after a few years and 
remained in that capacity until 1887, 
when he was appointed chief inspector 
of the Fire Prevention Bureau.

Well-rotted’ manure is better than 


fresh manure for gardens. It is also 
cheaper than commercial fertilizers, 


when the supplies of some of them are 
cut off by the blockade and the materi- 


als used in making others are very high 
because they are used in making explo- 
sives. 

» Composted manure is as good as, or 
better than, the ordinary well-rotted 
article, and very much cheaper because 
more can be saved and much less is 
wasted by being washed away 
or leaching into the soil while 
rotting. It is a better balanced 
plant food and does / not produce 
so much leaf and vine instead of the 
fruit or roots for which most garden 
crops are grown. 

At the University of Missouri such a 
compost pile is made every year, not 
only for garden “use, but for use in pot- 
ing house and greenhouse plants. The 
directions given the workers there are 

as follows: Select a 1 5 well-drained 
spot as near the — door as possible. 
‘where the wash cannot 70 through the 
pile and wash out the plant food. Dig 
away three or four inches of the looser 
surface soil over a strip four feet wide 
and as long as desired. 

Fill thé hole with well-retted or com- 
posted manure; pile on top of this al- 
ternate six-inch layers of fresh manure 
and weeds or sod, mixed with some 
earth, until ‘the pile is about waist high. 
The weed seed will be killed in the 


process if the heap ‘is properly handled,’ 
and an addition of such extra material 


as leaves and straw increases the 
amount of compost obtained from a 
given amount of manure. When many 
leaves are used, add.lime to make them 
4ecay more quickly and sweeten the 
acid ‘condition théy produce. 

The whole pile should be coveréd with 
n thin layer of earth to Kelp absorb the 
‘ammonia and many other valuable plant

le wet, but not so well soaked that 
water runs from it and carries away the 
plant food. Fork over and rebuild the 
pile every six or eight weeks arid cover 
it again with earth. Composting should 
be completed in from six months to a 


used and whether ime and water have 
been used to hasten decay. 

From 10 to 15 tons of compost should 
de added per acre,’ or a little more than 
if undiluted manure had been used. 
Lighter applications should be for fruit 
and root crops, like beans, tomatoes, po- 
tatoes and beets than for leaf crops like 
lettuce and cabbage, which can use a 
great deal of rich food. 


Value of Poultry / 


for Food Purposes 
The value of poultry for eating pur - 


poses is. being more and more generally 


recognized. It is more nutritious at any 
rate for one whose stomach is not 
strong. An ailing person needs some- 
thing to tempt the appetite and a piece 
of the breast of chicken will often do 
thiy when almost no other meat will. 

hen we compare the meat of poul- 
try with that of beef, veal, lamb and 
hogs, we find that on the average the 
refuse in poultry is slighth less. On 
an average the various kinds of poultry 
furnish not far from 5 per cent more 
protein than other kinds of meat com- 
monly. used. On the other hand, most 
of the varieties of poultry contain con- 
siderably less fat and have a.relatively 
smaller fuel value. In nutritive value 
alone the general advantage of ‘poultry 
over other meats appears to be. that, 
pound for pound, it contains very slight- 
ly more of building materials needed 
by the body. It has the disadvantage 
that it furnishes somewhat less of the 
energy-giving materials than the fatter 
meats. 

As regards poultry of different sorts 
in general, the light-fleshed birds are 
richer in protein and poorer m fat than 
others. Probably in all the light-fleshed 
varieties the young birds yield a larger 
im | webportion of protein and a smaller 
amount of fat than the older ones.

I am raising silver spangled Ham- 
burgs and have been using a reliable 
roup remedy and pills without suc- 
cess. Can you suggest something or 
let some of the readers of the poultry 
page suggest a cure? I have moved 
all sick ‘birds to new quarters, disin- 
fected the parts, used kerosene in wa- 
ter, have used sulphur in water, sprayed 
the nostrils with solution of water and 
peroxide, used coal oil, and almost every 
other available remedy. 

What effect has broom corn seed on 
laying hens? My chitkens get some cf 
it and the general claim is that it is 
fattening and prevents egg production. 
Some say it contains all the elements or 
ingredients of wheat.—J. J. M., St. Louls, 
Mo. , 

Roup is one of the most difficult of all 
poultry ailments tu combat. The best 
known remedies fail at times. Even aft- 

r birds are apparently well it is found 
sometimes that they have carried the 
contagion for seyeral months. Our best 
recommendation would be to try the 
treatment given by Dr. D. E. Salmon, 
a specialist on poultry disease in the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

First, treat the affected mucous mem- 
branes with antiseptid and healing mix- 
tures. Use a good spraying apparatus, 
or if this is not available, a small syr- 
inge, an oil can, or even a medicine 
dropper will do. There are several good 
mixtures for this purpose. One ounce 
boric acid to a quar. of water is a 
good one. A dram of permanganate of 
potash to a quart of water is another. 
A third is 1% ounces borid acid, 4% ounce 
borate of soda to 1 quart of water. 

‘The sick birds should be kept in a 
warm, dry, but well ventilated room, 
free from drafts. The heads of the 
birds may be plunged into either of the 
above mixtures wi 
them there only a second or two or they 
will suffocate. Where inflammation has 
reached the eye, the use of argyrol is 
advisable. One or two drops of a 16 
per cent solution is introduced between 
the eyelids twice daily for several days. 
It is well to wash eyes and mouth with 
warm water containing a teaspoonful cf 
salt to the quart before upplying these 
remedies. Use a pledget of absorbent 
cotton for this purpose. Meantime, press 
and massage Sout the nostrils and un- 
der the eyes to loosen the accumulations 
there. Where swellings appear under 
the eyes, these may be carefully lanced 
with a sharp knife and the pus removed. 
Then wash out the cavity. with one of 
the above solutions. Any such treat- 
ment should be followed by anointing 
with pure or camphorated vaseliné, 

Broom corn seed has no special qual- 
ities that recommend it as a laying 
feed. We would not recommend buying 
it for this purpose but if your birds get 
small quantities of it at no cost to you, 
we should net worry about it. Its chem- 
ical analysis is very much unlike that 
of wheat, being very much lower in 
protein or muscle-making food; as well 
as carbohydrates, the fat-forming ele- 
men It has a Jarge per cent of coarse 
Ti and cases have come to our atten- 
tion of birds dying where they have had 


sudden access to large quantities of this 


seed. However, as stated, small quan- 
tities should do no harm, but neither 
will it do much good.

cabinet. ‘big stomach,’ if he has

says Douglas. “Hit him under the ear; it won't hurt 
him near as much as a facetious remark about his 
girth.” 

At present, Douglas is making his living by reducing 
the waist lines of St. Louis’ business men, curing nerv- 
ous wrecks, fixing up men who have worked too hard 
with their minds and played too little with their bod- 
ies, and, as he says, readjusting livers, stomachs, hearts 
and whole constitutions. 

Douglas’: institution is conducted something on the 
Plan of the more famous Muldoon farm in the East. 
He uses some ofs the methods of Muldoon, though the 
way he goes about hand- 
ling most of his patients 
is according to ideas 
all his own. He main- 
tains that each man has 
a different sort of heart, 
stomach, liver, lungs and 
constitution. Moreover, 
there is a difference in 
the way they think, a 
difference in their make- 
up, their temperament, 
their imagination, their 
faults. and all the rest of 
it, 

“When a new patient 
comes to me and says he 
is all out of kilter,” says 
Douglas, “and begins to 
tell me his troubles and 
his pains and his fears 
and the like, then I be- 
gin.my studying of this 
new specimen. When I 
get through giving him 
my mental once-over, 
and sometimes a twice- 
over, I decide on a 
course of handling him, 
probabl? different from 
what I have given any of 
the rest. 2 

“Of course, all of these fellows are good scouts, used 
to the good things of life and easy going, and it is not 
always best to start in on them hammer and tongs. Some 
of them, strange to say, you have to pitch into right 
from the start. Their nerves may be out of order and 
their constitutions run down, but they are born bull- 
headed. Here's where you have to use the rough stuff 
or they will get the best of you, and the treatment will 
be of no avail. This type of man may come to you 
whining that he is going to die, that his time has come 
and what sort of tombstone inscription do you think will 
be the best, but the minute I start roughing it up with 
bim a little he will let out a roar.

Douglas first ran a business man’s gymnasium down- 
town from 1900 to 1908; he conducted the Knights of Co- 
lumbus gymnasium from 1909 to 1911; later, he had 
charge of the city playgrounds and from 1912 to 1915 ran 
an “athletic farm’”’ at Pacific, on the Meramec, until the 
flood of 1915 destroyed his place. He then moved back 
to St. Louis. 

When a man all run down” comes into Douglas place 
and asks for treatment, the first thing he wants to 
know is whether he has a “heart murmur.” A “heart 
murmur” is a slight swishing sound indicating that there 
is a leakage in the heart valves. 


The patient usually is nervous and fat, and while talk- 
ing to Douglas looks around for a chair or a box to sit 
down upon. But he never has a chance to sit. He is 
stripped, redressed heavily with one or two hot gym- 
nasiupp suits or suits of underclothes that reach to the 
an' les. He then is mildly pushed around on a wrestling 
mat, jostled up against the wall or made to run around in 
a ring—anything to get up a perspiration.

In the matter of eating Douglas puts no restraint. “I 
don’t care what a man eats, if he will work physically, 
pound for pound, for the things he eats,” he says. “A 
hard worker must eat, and lots of it, and the harder I 
eat, When they continue 
the eating and let down on the work, then trouble 
comes. With some persons certain foods agree better 
than others.

In the opin- 
ion of Douglas, 
often a man 
with a sick 
heart is a man 
really with a 
lazy heart, a 
heart that is 
not used to work. It doesn’t work right because it has 
never had to work and hence doesn’t know how-to work. 
Straight off he tells the patient there is nothing the mat- 
ter with his heart except that it is as lazy as the re- 
mainder of his body. Then follows the treatment: the 
man is put into athletic form, his appetite is a ravenous 
one and the heart murmur and all the rest of the sup- 
posed ailments disappear. Some hearts, of course, na- 
turally are weak, and while they may not be cured of 
their disease, they will improve as the 
patient’s constitution improves. . 


Douglas maintains that diseases pe- 
culiar to women are caused mainly by 
the inactivity and the want of exer- 
cise on woman’s part. He has several 
women patients to whom he gives his 
physical exercises before turning them 
over to Mrs. Douglas for the baths and 
water treatments. Women patients are 
as hard to make work as the men. It 
takes a master patience, he says, to 
persuade a woman, unused to real hard 
work, te do physical exercise.

N the November election St. Louis voted one-fifth 
of a mill from the tax assessment for a greater 
zoological garden in Forest Park. This appropri- 
ation will give to the Zoological Board of Con- 
trol in excess of $130,000 annually for the next 
few years, with which the board proposes to 
purchase creatures of every known species in 

the mammal, bird, fowl and reptile world and erect 
new buildings, pits, cages and dens for their confine- 
ment and exhibition. . 


How this money will be spent was outlined by George 
E. Dieckman, president of the Zoological Society ahd 
member of the Munfcipal Board of Control. Mr. Dieckman 
has given much time to study of the subject and went 
30 far as to communicate with Lorenz Hagenbeck of the 
Hamburg (Germany) Zoological Gardens, for Mr. Hagen- 
beck’s ideas as incorporated in the Hamburg gardens— 
the greatest zoo in the world, with the result that Mr. 
Hagenbeck has made a draft of his scheme of the Ham- 
burg zoo, to which the St. Louis scheme will conform. 
His plans are thought to be on the way here, or so near 
completion that they will be received in this country 
in time to install some of the features contained 8 
before summer. 


In addition to Mr. Hagenbeck’s plans, which will em 
brace principally the construction of lion and bear pits 
without bars or cages, the board is endeavoring to secure 
funds to include at once a mammoth .aquarium in a 
building to itself, as the greatest single feature of the 
200. But sufficient funds for this project are not avail- 
able at present. | 

The first tax money for zoo purposes will not be avail- 
abie until next January, but the board has already set 
to work in earnest. The elephant and hippopotamus 


house is well under way, and the new summer cages an 


fer the lion house soon will be complete. A new bird- 
house, to supplant the present concrete ir adjoin- 
ing the cage, will follow at once, and bef summer a 


great pool for sea lions will be added. 

A miniature mountain for occupation by monkeys and 
apes is an interesting feature to be added this spring, and 
the advent of warm weather will present a zoo surpris- 
ingly improved and much greater than that of last 
vear. 

In the construction of wild animal pits for lions and 
bears, the board is for adopting the Hagenbeck plan, 
which eliminates bars and cages common to other zoos 
and places of animal captivity. 

The animals are confined to a sort of craggy den, much 
more commodious than ordinary cages, the part facing 
the spectators being entirely

mountain will be 75 feet in diameter and 36 feet high, 
and separated from the spectators’ promenade by a band 
of water 15 feet wide encircling the mound. The moun- 
tain” proper is to be of artificial material, covered with 
earth, rocks and fallen trees, with scores of apertures 
between and under projecting rocks to serve as entrances 
and exits for the comical and mischievous simian. A 
mound of this size would be commodious en gu to ac- 
commodate 500 monkeys. 

These little animals are as shy of water as are cats, and 
the moat-like band of water encircling their mountain 
home will be wide enough to confine them sufficiently 
clase for all practical purposes. The water will contain 
such plants as are grown in the ponds of St. Louis parks 
will contribute much to the beauty of the scheme in 
general. 

Southwest of the bird cage and due west of the lion 
house, at the point marking the entrance to the mining 
gulch of the World's Fair, pools for sea lions will be 
established this spring and a herd of these interesting 
and intelligent sea mammals will be. purchased and 
brought here before warm weather. Diving places and 
shelter for the sea lions will be started in the lakes at 
that point as soon as weather permits. 

The bird cage northeast of this will be improved at 
the west end with a house for winter exhibition of the 
birds and fw! confined there. At present the birds and 
fow! take shelter in an underground concrete affair in 
cold weather and cannot be viewed by spectators. 

The new elephant and bippopotamus house. west of 
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Comptroller Player and the City Counsellor are being 
importuned to discover a way by which the hoard can 
legally borrow money for the aquarium and permit it to 
repay the amount in annug! installments out of the mill — 
tax. And there are two members of the board who be 
lieve that fishermen, of which there are said to be 50,000 
in St. Louis, might subscribe this amount if called upon 8 
to do so. But how to reach the 50,000 anglers with he 
proposition is a question that is also puzzling the board 

There is also a probability, members of the board be- 
lieve, that some citizen may utilize the opportunity to” 
create a memorial by donating the amount necessary for 
the aquarium, but this is a purely speculative phase of 
the question, upon which the board lays little stress. A 
banker has already proffered $150,000 loan at a low rate 
of interest for the aquarium on condition that the city 
authorize and guarantee the loan. 

Last June Mr. Dieckman and Commissioner Cunliff vis- 
ited all the large zoos in the United States, with a view 3 
of getting ideas for incorporation in their zoo plans for 
St. Louis, and they found the aquariums among the most @ 
popular attractions at these places. They readily saw 3 
the great possibilities of an aquarium as a 200 at- „ 
traction and also discovered that the right kind of aquari- — 
um would be a most costly feature. 

They learned also that the initial cost of $150,000 to , © 
establish an aquarium would be the greatest obstacle to 
overcome, of course, but they alse learned that cost of 
upkeep would not be so great as that of some other er 
hibits. Consequently they determined that St. Louie 
could not well ene, 
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open, thus giving an unob- 
structed view of the animals. 
A ditch about twenty feet 
wide, however, separates the 
animal den from the specta- 
tors’ promenade—a distance 
the animal cannot leap if it 
desired to do so, thereby in- 
suring safety to the specta- 
tors. 

In the ditch there is wa- 
ter a few feet deep, into 
which the animal would fall 
should it try to leap across. 
Sharp iron bars, invisible to 
the public, as shown in the 
diagram presented here, 
would prevent the animal 
climbing out of the ditch on 
the spectators’ side. 

The beasts are on a level 
with the spectators, in scen- 
ery similar to that of their 
native haunts, according to 
the Hagenbeck plan, and 
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they have more freedom to 
roam over the crags and 
rocks/than is possible in a 
cage. 
Viewing animals apparently 
unconfined is really thrill- 
ing, those who have seen the Hamburg 1 de- 
clare, and it is said to be difficult at first to overcome 
the innate fear of these beasts and view them with tran- 
quillity or without occasional tremors, as one can do 
quite courageously when heavy iron bars rise between. 
Then, too, the absent-minded or preoccupied person 
sauntering through the grounds might suddenly come 
upon this situation, to find himself lookimg into the eye 
of the King of Beasts, apparently standing in the open 
park regarding him askance, What might happen to the 
nerves of such a person in these circumstances would be 
difficult to foretell. And yet, the fascination of viewing 
animals thus confined is said to create an additional in- 
terest in the animal and, of course, presents unlimited 
opportunities to the amateur photographer for fine snap-

is negative or affirmative, the decree, in- 
exorable.

To go out of the room they must go 
through a door divided by a barrier into 
two narrow corridors and guarded by 
two soldiers. The left-hand corridor gives 
access to another room, where are gath- 
ered those who are to go. 

If the officer cries “right turn! it is 
liberty. The man passes before an under- 
officer, who puts a stamp on his identity 
card. The right-hand corridor leads to an 
open window, befe which is a table. 
They must climb that table, on to another 
table placed outside the window. and 
jump down into the street. It looks like 
an eseape. It is, indeed, an impression of 
flight. At the end of the little side street 
here is the crowd. It has grown. From 
all the villages the women had come the 
mothers, the wives, the fiancees, weepingz. 
They catch hold of those who have re- 
turned, demanding news, sobbing... 

During this time what goes on to the 
left in that room where are those who 
must go? There, each man as he arrives 
is asked if he will sign an agreement, 
that is, consent to work for the Germans, 
earning meanwhile a large salary. If he 
consents, he gives his name and address, 
and he is authorized to return to his home, 
so that he may make his preparations and 
depart at the end of a few days. If he 
refuses and that is the case with an im 
mense majority—-he goes to join the tu- 
multuous group of those who did as he 
did, and he is greeted with cheers..

The zoological society induced some 
public-spirited men and women to donate 
animals, and persuaded the Park Com- 
missioner to assemble all the animals 
in the vieinity of the bird cage as 
a nucleus for a zoological garden, and 
when that was done the public called 
the place the zoo. The place became 
so attractive that over 325,000 persons 
visited chere during the year 1914. 

A considerable number of valuable 
animal gifts Were made to the zoo and 
accepted by the society, but a still larg- 
er number was refused for lack of fa: 
cilities and money with which to buy 
feed. Now that a greater zoo is in im- 
mediate prospect, howevér, all such 
gifts will be accepted at once. 

The zoological society succeeded in 
having provision made in the big bond 
issue last year for a zoological park with 
more animals and proper buildings, and 1 
the people voted for the project. 

As soon as the result was known, Mr. Dieckmann sent a 
Wireless message to Lorenz Hagenbeck at Hamburg and 
requested his co-operation in drafting plans for the 200. 
Mr. Hagenbeck answered with regret that he could not 
come to St. Louis, as he did once in previous years, to 
encourage such an undertaking, but assenfed that he 
would send drafts of his plans soon, with no charge for 
the service. 


Notable zoological gardens are to be found in larger 
as well as smaller cities than St. Louis. The New York 
Zoological Park undoubtedly is the greatest zoo in Amer- 
ica, although its attendance is said to be smaller than 
at the Chicago garden. Lincoln Park, Chicago, is in the 
heart of the city, however, while Bronx Park, New York, 
is several miles north of the Harlem River; which may 
account for the larger attendance at Chicago. Last year’s 
attendance at he New York z00 was about 2,500,000. The 
city contributes $200,000 a year for its maintenance, and 
many large private contributions for animals and other 
features have contributed to its growth. 


The Detroit zoo was visited by more than a million 
persons last year. It is generally agreed that the zoo 
there has attracted thousand to the city on visits, many 
of whom remain. Memphis, Tenn., a small city in com- 
parison with St. Louis, has a zoo park of which this 
city might feel proud did we possess it. That city ex- 
pends from '$60,- 
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ally visited National Zoological Park, Washington. The 
park is a Government project, under supervision of the 
Smithsonian Institution, and is supported by appropria- 
tions by Congress, the average annual cost of — 
being about $100,000. 

Chicago reports that an average of' 12 „000,000 persons

She is one of 
five sisters, each of whom possess an abid- 
ing faith in the genius of the others. For, 
when Bessie decided to break home ties and 
go a-prospecting, the other four vowed, to 
see her through and furnish the necessary 
financial support. ‘ 

Miss Baron is quiet and unassuming and 
hears her good fortune, modestly but earn- 
estly, as the just reward of hard work and 
a determination to win. Her natural man. 
ner is*Yapparently unaffected byg@what she 
has accomplished and she is opefly more 
concerned with the great things the future 
has in store for her. 

Miss Baron was graduated from Central 
High School and later from a)business college. 
As stenographer for an oil company and for an at- 
torney she did well, but soon learned, she says, that 
this work presented too narrow a field for the am- 
bitious mind. One day opportunity knocked and founda 
Miss Baron prepared. 

Mr. and Mrs. J. C. Gay were friends of Miss Baron. 
Mr. Gay had bought a small farm in the State of Wash- 
ington and gone out there. Shortly afterward he sent, 
for his wife and she invited Miss Baron to accompany 
her and spend her vacation on the farm. Miss Baron ac- 
cepted the invitation, and 
shortly after arriving 
bought 15 acres of new 
land near the town of 
Okanogan and decided 
to cast her fortunes 
there. She purchased a 
thousand fruit trees at 19 
to 15 cents each and set 
them out, and bought a 
tent and place@#it on the 
little ranch, her sisters 
in St. Louis having 
agreed to finance Bes- 
sie's project. 

Okanogan lies about 
800 miles northwest of 
Spokane and is 40)miles — 
south of the Canadian 
border. Its altitude is 
about 800 feet above the 
sea level, and the climate 
is dry, very cold in winter and very hot in summer. The 
land is irrigated from a reservoir many miles away, and 
the farmers and ranchers pay $65 an acre for water. - For 
the land and water Miss Baron paid $250 an acre. Her 

little ranch lies ong mile from Okanogan and directly 
across the river from an Indian reservation. 

For two years Miss Baron cultivated, pruned, sprayed 
and coaxed her little apple trees along, biding her time 
in the little home she had made for herself. The Gays 
had given up their farm and moved away. Miss Baron 
was alone. The Indians were across the river, it is true, 
and the town was just a mile away; there were a few 
lonely ranchers like de. but nobody from St. Louis, 
her home! 

At the end of two years her little orchard was doing 
so well that Miss Baron called on the girls at home“ for 
more capital, which was readily, forthcoming, and she 
bought an additional five acres adjoining her ranch and 
put in more trees. 

Meauwhile, during the next two years, Miss Baron, 
who had purchased a little white pony, secured empléy- 
ment as typist at the Government reservation head- 
quarters, a few miles distant, and in this manner helped 
to finance her project. In true Western style, she gal- 
loped to and from work over the reservation each day. 
And so four years passed, and then came the first crop. 

It consisted of only a few apples, however, und not 
enough to ship, but the fifth year promised much. Dur- 
ing the summer of 1915, Miss Baron’s trees showed signs 
of a fairly good crop, and she set out for\St. Louis with 
the good news and to arrange for marketing the apples. 
On her arrival here she went into a restaurant to eat 
and noticed a great many apples of the variety she was 
raising. | 

“Just to show how green I was about selling, Miss 
Baron explained at her home, 3249 Copelin avenue, for 
I had never sold so much as a paper of pins, I asked the 
cashier if he wanted to buy a carload.of apples. After 
recovering from the shock produced by my proposition, 
he kindly referred me to the commission house where 
he bought apples. I went at once to the commission man 
and he wanted samples. I produced them just two of 
my apples. He chuckled at my inexperience, but advised 
me to ship him a box of my best specimens when I 
returned to Washington. also asked for prices, but 
1 had never thought of that and so pleaded for time.

“And my orchard is only beginning to pay,” Miss 
Baron exclaimed. ‘Not all my trees are bearing as yet. 
In a few more years my trees will produce a carload 
of fine apples for each acre. If 1 had the strength to 
care for more land, just see what I could do!“ 


As soon as Miss Baron's trees commenced bearing she 
hit upon a catch phrase to distinguish her apples from 
other brands. A dollar for a worm found in Bessie 
Baron apples” is her slogan. 

“That is not merely an advertising phrase,” said Mids 
Baron. “I will back it up with a dollar to each of the 
finders of a worm in my apples. I can easily afford 
this, because there are no worms in the apples I mar- 
ket.“ :

“This method almost broke my heart at firat,” she 
declared, “for the growers out there thin out the apples 
mercilessly. When the apples had taken good form, we 
pulled off almost half and threw them on the ground. 
And always where two apples touched one was taken 
away. Too great care cannot be exercised in this detail 
of apple cultivation, for the successful growers out 
there have learned by experience that this particular,” 
work, if done properly, is the most important factor 
in the growing of fine, large apples.” 

Since the arrival of her crops, Miss Baron disposed of 
the little white pony and purchased an automobile. 

“Automobiles tome‘ with prosperity, you know,” she 
explained, so when I,tire of my cooking now, I drive 
into town and eat at the hotel. And 1 drive all over 
the country and hunt and fish in the off-season.

zona hills. He flicks his tail defiantly in 
the breezes of the Coconino vales, regard- 
less of all restraint-~—legal or otherwise. 

These obvious axioms of natura! history 
were overlooked, by sundry hard-headed, 
prosperous business men of Missouri, 
Nebraska and other occidental states and re- 
garded with indifference by several other 
residents of the same localities. The cost 
of ignorance to the ignorees“ was about 
$1,000,000; the bill for indifference was 
drawn up by a jury in the Federal Court 
at Omaha. 

Be it known that scores of years ago many wild horses 
roamed the rocky pastures of Coconino. One estimate 
places the number at 20,000; another sees the 20,000 and 
raises it 40,000. At any rate, one reliable citizen, 20 
years ago, says he actually observed 500 in a bunch. 

Coconino is one of those counties where a man going 
to the other end of his farm to milk the cows always 
kisses-his family affectionately and takes with him a 
blanket and supplies for a couple of days. There is lots 
of room for roaming in Coconino County and as far as 
space goes there might have been a million or more wild 
horses in the county. Flagstaff is the county seat. 

Prof. W. W. Drake, formerly in charge of the Gov- 
ernment forest reservation in Coconino, says that there 
were never more than 3500 wild horses in the county. In 
the eighties several of the large Yranchers captured a 
great many of those by driving them into corrals or 
surrounding them at waterholes, which are scarcer thap 
zebras in that part of Arizona. The animals were shipped 
out of the State in carload lots at as low as $7 a head. 
The number of horses rapidly diminished. The herds 
were made up of animals which had strayed from the 
ranches. Many of them had not been branded and the 
title to the so-called wild horses is more or less in 
doubt. Incidentally they have inbred to such an extent 
that they are of inferior quality and are regarded by 
horsemen in Arizona as not worth catching. 

in 1908 a man named Voltz advertised to sell 5000 of 
these horses at $2 a head, the purchaser to chase them. 
The offer went begging. Some time later a grand drive 
was organized, with 100 Indians and cowboys. Several 
carloads of the wild horses were captured and shipped 
to Kansas City and Omaha at a financial loss. There not 
being enough fun in chasing low-caste horses through 
mountain defiles and over dusty mesas to compensate for 
the pecuniary shortcomings of the venture, it was not 
repeated. 

Late in 1910 the United States Livestock Co. was or- 
ganized at Omaha, with a printed capital stock of $200,- 
000. The company claimed to have a’bill of sale for the 
transfer of 9000 horses supposed to be running wild on 
the Coconino veldt. A publicity campaign was inaugu- 
rated telling all about the horses, how they were ready 
to be captured and gold at high prices. The literature 
failed to state why such willing horses had been allowed 
to stay out so late at night or just where the animals 


were or just how to go about capturing them. The lack 


of these insignificant details, however, did not worry the 
great American investor, who will try anything once, and 
sometimes twice. 

Shortly after the flotation of the company strangers 
from all parts of the country began dropping into Flag- 
statt with bills of sale for wild horses and some very 
wild ideas as to how they were to be captured. The bills 
of sale called for 50 to 1200 mening eg be captured by

A Dakotan, after several months, captitred 13 horses, 
at a cost of several hundred dollars. He brought them 
to Flagstaff, where they were seized by the Sheriff. 
The horses were “mavericks” — unbranded horses 
which, under Arizona law, are property of the State. 

The men who “fell” for the wild horse game were 
mostly substantial business men and canny farmers. 
Farms and businesses were sold or mortgaged, and sav- 
ings of years were spent in an effort to run down a 
handful of low-brow horses, running wild, in an impas- 
sible stretch of country more than 18,000 square miles in 
area. Many came with large outfits, entailing enormous 
expense. Few got any horses and those who did either 
had them confiscated by the State or had to sell them for 
enough money to get out of Coconino County. 

The original holders of the bills of sale were not in all 
cases the ultimate victims. After fruitlessly chasing the

phantom herds over the cactus and sage, many of them 
returned to their home states with glowing stories of the 
money to be made from wild horses and with great re- 
luctance and as a personal favor agreed to transfer the 
bills. 

One woman traded her home and a diamond ring valued 
at 32500 for a bill of sale to a herd of horses. In a cheap 
boarding house in Kansas City a Government inspector 
talked to a rancher who had disposed of a prosperous 
sheep business in Wyoming to pursue pha&tom horses. 
His initial investment was $10,000. For two years he 
crashed through the sage brush of Coconino, shivered in 
the higher reaches and fought with hope. His health 
was wrecked and before he left Arizona $30,000 had been 
invested in the illusion.

Before going to Arizona to run down his herd, Garner 
became suspicious. He filed suit to recover his collat- a 
eral and dismissed the action when a deed to 320 acres 
of land was made over to him by the wild horse men. 

Ed Mason of Mitchell, Neb., said he had been told that 
the untamed steeds were so thick in Coconino that it 
was an easy day’s work to corral 1000 to 1500 of them. 
With the help of 35 men and after three months of ¢ A 
ing he was able to bring out of the State 23 head, which — 
he sold for $230, after keeping them on his Kansas farm 
for a year. 

The Government spent more than two years investi- 
gating the swindle.

OBABLY the most vivid description of the 

scenes attending the deportation of Belgians to 

Germany which has yet reached the United 

States is the one which is reproduced on this 
page. It was written for the London Daily Telegraph 
by an eyewitness to the assembling of the 10,000 men 
of the Wavre district, their examination by the German 
military authorities as to their fitness, and their de- 
parture for Germany. He describes graphically how, on 
their journey by foot to the village, they were accom- 
panied by their wives, mothers and swéethearts; 
these waited outside the examination rooms, each hop- 
ing against hope that the man in whom she was inter- 
ested would be one of those rejected, and how, on the 
march to the trains destined for Germany the women 
who were disappointed braved the displeasure of the 
German soldiers for a last embrace of their loved ones.

The Burgo- 
master should be present. The men concerned 
should be carrying their identity cards, and, in case 
of need their meldekarte (Card of control). Small 
hand baggage will be allowed. Those who fail to 
appear will be immediately transported without de- 
lay, and by force, to the places where they are to 
work. Besides, they are liable to very heavy fines 
and long imprisonment. Priests, doctors, lawyers, 
schoolmasters and professors need not present them- 
selves.
